islature. 
Representative 
E l m e r 
J. 
Schnaekenberg of Chicago was the 
• principal s h a k e r of the evening. 
His subject was “The Future of 
Home Rule in the Country Towns” 
and Mr. Schnackenoerg told how, 
in recent years, there has been a 
movement toward centralized gov­ 
ernm ent which would take away 
a large amount of the self govera- 
m ent of the suburban area. 
“This movement toward central­ 
ization,” he said, “ involves the ab­ 
sorption of authority heretofore 
exercised by local officials selected 
by the people in the various com­ 
m unities of Illinois. This trend is 
unwholesome. 
The farth er away 
the public official is from the peo­ 
ple, who are the source of all gov­ 
ernm ental power, bv ju st that ra- 
•tio is the responsibility to the peo­ 
ple lessened. 
“O rdinarily local officials, who 
arc under the direct scrutiny of 
the voters who elected them, are 
•likely to give more 
efficient and 
economical governm ental service. 
However, there is nothing in the 
phrase ‘home rule’ which in and 
of itself guarantees perfection. It 
therefore becomes the duty of all 
local officials who believe in home 
rule to m aintain a high degree1 of 
perform ance, economy, and 
effi­ 
ciency.” 
Mrs. Bernice T. Van Der Vries 
state representative of this district 
and State Senator A rthur Bid well 
of this district, also spoke on m at­ 
ters of legislation which were be­ 
fore the legislature at the recent 
S'jssion. 
The fau? of much legislation is 
not yet know n and some of it may 
• run into Governor H orner’s blue 
pencil and be vetoed.

hospital. 


The Palatine village board is in 
receipt of a fetter from the State 
Departm ent of Public Health fol­ 
lowing an inspection of the village 
w ater system by a state engineer. 
The state engineer finds that the 
Village w ater system is subject to 
contam ination from leakage from 
sewer lines close to the wells and 
from back siphonage of polluted 
water througn 
the waste w ater 
mains connected with the sani­ 
tary sewer. 
I he state warns that because no 
pollution has as yet taken place 
the Village should not assum e that 
such a thing cannot 
happen, as 
many communities having the same 
form ation about their wells, have 
had trouble. 
The state recommends th at in 
order that Palatine* w ater may be 
safe for drinking at all times, all 
tile sewer lines within 50 feet of 
the wells he replaced with cast iron 
pipe having leaded joints. 
Floor 
drains 
near 
the 
wells 
should be connected to a separate 
sewer rather than the* sanitary 
sewer. 
Flushing lines from the pumps 
should 
be 
broken 
to 
discharge 
their 
contents 
several 
inches 
above the overflow of the pipe 
entering the* sewer. 
Since the old storage reservoir 
is not in use, it should be removed 
and the hole filled with earth. 
This reservoir was some years 
ago found to be a source of pol­ 
lution of the w ater supply and if it 
were again put in use (several a t­ 
tem pts have been made to make 
it usable) it might again be a 
source of pollution. 
This subject of the purity of the 
water supply is one of utmost I m­ 
portance to the health of the com­ 
munity and the village has asked 
for a state engineer to meet with 
them and talk over their problems 
with a view to correcting the dang­ 
erous condition pointed out by the 
state health departm ent.

ada thistles and other weeds. 
Some of tho county roads re- 
1 soluble a deserted trail in some no 
m an’s land as far as any war on 
the weeds is concerned. 
And the thistle commissioners 
throw up their hands in despair 
with a “w hat’s the use” expression 
on their faces when 
it comes to 
making the average citizen cut his 
thistles when the county itself is 
the worst offender of them all. 
The forest preserves did start 
an early w ar on the 
pests even 
sending out crews with shovels to 
chop them off before they had an 
issue of scythes for the workmen. 
And so the old m erry go round 
goes or with the county itself the 
worst offender in the violation of 
the law on thistles and other nox­ 
ious weeds and the thistle commis­ 
sioners are forced to listen to plen­ 
ty from the irate farm ers who are 
trying to eradicate the pests while 
the seed from county owned lands 
and roads is annually 
reseeding

Accepts Auditor’s 
Report; IC Day 
Vacations to Employees 


Arlington Heights city council 
passed the 1939 appropriation or­ 
dinance Monday 
night, which is 
about $6,000 less than last year. 
It provides for expenditures total­ 
ing $72,000 for the operation of 
the municipality from May I, 1939 
to April 30, 1940. 
The audit for the past year 
compiled by E. F. L aunn was ac­ 
cepted by the board the sam e ev­ 
ening. 
A yearly’ financial report, 
compiled from the auditor’s figures 
will appear in a coming issue of 
the Herald. 
The appropriation figures give in 
condensed form concrete financial 
inform ation concerning the munici­ 
pality from which a taxpayer can 
learn where his tax dollar goes. 
That tax dollar, however, does not 
go very far. It costs over $70,000 
a year to operate the municipal m a­ 
chinery. The limit th at can be col­ 
lected from general taxes for this 
expense is $17,000. 
Thus three 
quarters of the municipal budget 
must be earned by the city in fe<3, 
w ater rentals, etc. 
The salaries of the city council, 
including 
the clerk, am ount 
to 
about $2,500 a year; police officers 
$8,000; fire departm ent, including 
payment on new truck $5,250; fire­ 
men’s salaries $500; the w ater de­ 
partm ent expenses reach $15,000; 
street lighting cost $7,500. 
There are auxiliary costs th at 
according to law m ust come from 
the municipal budget. Among these 
is the operation of the public li­ 
brary, $1,500; refunding bond is­ 
sues 
reach $5,000 a year and in­ 
clude all interest due on such is­ 
sues. 
During the last few years 
all outstanding indebtedness of the 
municipality’ was placed under an 
am ortization plan which will pre­ 
vent any default in general bonds 
or public benefits. 
H alf of the cost of public nurs­ 
ing service in Arlington Heights 
has fallen on the village, and $1,100 
has been appropriated to meet th at 
obligation. The act of appropria­ 
tion does not raise the additional 
money, but it paves the way for the 
city to pay the money if it Is pos­ 
sible to find the needed funds. A 
special tax for nurse’s 
salary 
brings in less than $500 a year. 
The appropriation in full will be 
found in the second section of this 
issue. 
Following the acceptance of the 
1938-1939 audit the board reap­ 
pointed E. F. Laurin as auditor for 
the coming year at a fee of $480. 
Wholesale rates for building con­ 
tractors are no more. 
H ereafter 
every’ contractor engaged in build­ 
ing o p e r a t i o n s in Arlington 
Heights m ust take out licenses at 
$10 a line. 
Requisitions for purchase m ust 
accompany 
all 
future 
orders 
charged against the village. Each 
departm ent head is made individ­ 
ually’ responsible for purchase of 
m aterials.

“There is no foundation for the 
belief advanced by many people 
that the large amount of corn be­ 
ing carried over on la rim* is it 
sponsible for the high rat infesta­ 
tion,’’ Oderkirk explained. 
“The 
trend of rat populations in central 
states the past 16 years shows that 
a higli infestation has 
coincided 
with a period of more or less op­ 
timum weather arui other condi­ 
tions favorable to plant 
growth. 
The past 18 months has been a 
favorable period for rats and field 
mice to reproduce.’’ 
Powdered red squill is the best 
poison for destroying 
rats on 
farms, since it is deadly to them 
but comparatively harmless to do­ 
mestic animals and humans. The 
red .-quill should be mixed and ex­ 
posed with two or three ty|>es of 
good food such as canned salmon, 
hamburger or a mixture of moist­ 
ened rolltni oats and corn meal. 
One part of poison to 16 parts of 
bait by weight is the correct pro­ 
portion if a high grade of red 
squill is used. The different baits 
should be put out in teaspoon fur 
quantities so that the rats may 
enjoy their preference. 
Calcium cyanide fumigant can 
also be used ,-uccessfully, particu­ 
larly to destroy rats in burrows, 
under concrete floors and other 
places where the gas can be con- 
lined. It is safe to use calcium cy­ 
anide fumagant iii corn cribs, but 
the corn should not be fed to stock 
for three or four days. 
Other stejis which will help rid 
premises of rats include the burn­ 
ing of rubbish anti the piling of 
lumber and boxes so that there is 
a space underneath. 
Farm ers’ Bulletin No. 1533, “ Rat 
Control," may be obtained from 
local farm advisers.

Agricultural Liens— A lien has 
been defined as a claim 
against 
specific property for the payment 
of a debt arising out of some ser- 
\ ice rendered to the property. In 
Illinois the legislature has stated 
that when persons render certain 
services they shall have a lien 
against the thing on which the ser­ 
vice was rendered, until the charge 
is paid. If the charge is not paid 
the lien may be foreclosed and the 
property sold to satisfy the debt. 
Examples of such liens are those 
given a mechanic for work done on 
an automobile or tractor, and those 
given a material man for the lum­ 
ber purchased to build a house or 
a bam. 
Because of their nature, some 
of these statutory liens have been 
designated as agricultural. In Illi­ 
nois there 
several such liens. 
Stable keepers or persons keeping, 
yarding, feeding or pasturing do­ 
mestic animals for others have a 
lien against the animals for feed 
and labor. 
Threshermen, clover 
hullers, corn shellers, and hay bal­ 
ers have a lien good 
for eight 
months against the crop threshed, 
hulled, shelled, or baled. Laborers, 
including farm hands, have pre­ 
ferred or prior liens for wages in 
eases where the employer becomes 


insolvent. 
The 
owners 
of 
stal­ 
lions and jacks registered with 
the State Department of Agricul­ 
ture, have a lien tor the service 
fee against the mare or jennet and 
the progeny. To secure the bene­ 
fit of this lien, the owner of the 
stallion or jack must, within 18 
months after the service, file with 
the county recorder a claim for 
lien in writing and under oath. 
When the commissioner of nox­ 
ious weeds has to go on a person’s 
land and destroy noxious weeds, 
the county has a lien against the 
land for the expense involved, and 
if the owner does not pay the ex­ 
penses the lien can be foreclosed, 
and, if necessary, the land sold. 
Similarly, taxes, drainage assess­ 
ments and other public 
charges 
against property constitute liens 
against such property until they 
are paid. 
Farm landlords have a statutory 
lien 
for 
rent, 
existing 
against 
crops grown on the rented land. 
This lien will be discussed sep­ 
arately in a later number. 
The laws referred to above may 
be found in the Illinois 
Revised 
Statutes, chapter 8, sections 25, 
27, 28 and 51-61; chapter IS, sec­ 
tion 3. and chapter 82, sections 
58-59a. 


Field Day For County

In Loans For 
First Six Months 


Loans to farmer-members of the 
Fox Valley Production Credit As­ 
sociation increased 52 per cent dur­

From January I to June 30, 1939, 
the 
association disbursed

“There are several reasons for

tral office is located has been a 
great convenience to members and 
a big boon to business.

in existence. Some of the galls are 
on the woody parts of trees—oth­ 
ers are produced on leaves and dif­ 
ferent kinds of growth. 
A gal! is caused by a certain kind 
of insect which, as a fly, stings 
a leal or plant and lays an egg. 
For some reason, which is still a 
mystery to botanists, a sting from 
the gall fly produces a swelling in 
which enlargement the insects’ egg 
hatches and the worm feeds on 
the gall tunneling out the inside 
part. After reaching m aturity the 
gall worm gnaws its way out and 
starts the whole thing over an­ 
other year. 
There is practically no way of 
controlling galls as these flies can 
light almost any place they want 
to and lay their eggs. However, 
on the other hand gall insects do 
not seem to be very significant and 
they hurt the plants only slightly. 
Therefore there rs nothing to be 
alarmed about and perha|»s an­ 
other year there will not be so 
many galls on our elm trees as we 
have this year.

Laundry Soap Is 
Good Antidote 
For Ivy Poisoning 


Lim Leaves Show More 
‘Gall* Growths This Year 


A number of people have been 
inquiring 
at 
the 
Farm 
Bureau 
about elm tree galls which 
arc 
particularly had this year on small 
trees. 
These galls are 
enlarge­ 
ments or lumps on th** leaf caused 
by an excessive growth of leaf tis­ 
sue. 
Hard maples very often 
have 
similar 
galls 
along 
with 
other 
trees according to Farm Adviser 
0. A. Hughes. There are a ^rea/ 
many gall insects of differ***:! Muds 


Down by the old 
mill 
stream 
there may be some 
poison ivy 
again this year, warns health spec­ 
ialist, Miss Fannie Brooks, College 
of Agriculture, University of Illi­ 
nois. This innocent looking plant 
is easily recognized by its leaf 
which is always divided into three 
small dark green leaflets. In ad­ 
dition the plant may 
bear some 
whitish, waxy berries which will 
make recognition possible. 
Victims of the plant find out 
they are in trouble from two hours 
to rive days after they are poisoned. 
Itching 
or 
burning 
sensations 
coupled with reddening 
of the 
poisoned .surfaces and some swell­ 
ing are the first symptoms. Later 
on small blisters may be formed. 
Abundant and thorough washing 
with ordinary kitchen soap or laun­ 
dry soap, which has an excess of 
.alkali, is about the best first aid 
for ivy poisoning, 
Miss Brooks 
went on to say, and she thoroughly 
recommends including a bar of this 
soap in the picnic equipment. Since 
the poison, first of all. rests on the 
surface of the skin, repeated scrub­ 
bing three or four times with plen­ 
ty of running 
water and heavy 
lather will do much to remove the 
irritant. Special attention should 
be given to scrubbing the finger 
nails anti the tender skin between 
the fingers. However a stiff brush 
is not recommended since it may 
serve to rub in the poison.
